A NUMBER OF MEASURES HAVE BEEN TAKEN TO MINIMIZE POSSIBLE OIL 
SPILLS IN THE STRAIT OF JUAN DE EUCA THE DANGER IS SOMETHING 
CANADA AND THE US MUST SHARE TOGETHER, AND THAT "YOU'LL HAVE
